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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The applicant's arguments and amenments have overcome 
the 35 U.S.C. 112, first and second paragraph rejections of claims 21, 28, 35 and 37. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments that the combination 
of the Yamada and Ohno references are not combinable and fail to disclose or suggest the claimed structure are not found to be 
persuasive. Yamada discloses all the structure of the claimed invention, as discussed in the previous action, with the exception of the 
disclosure that the ferrule rotates in the opposite direction of the polishing plate. Ohno clearly provides motivation to alter the structure of 
the Yamada invention to allow the ferrule to rotate and because the claims do not provide specific structure that enables the ferrule to 
rotate the teaching of a need to alow the ferrules to rotate, provided by Ohno is sufficient to meet the claimed limiations of the aplpicant's 
claimed invention. Further, the applicant argues that the combination of Yamada and Ohno fails to disclose that the axis of the optical 
connector plug, which extends in the direction of inclination of the end face of the ferrule and the end face of the optical fiber, coincides 
with another axis of the optical connector plug which is generally orthogonal to an axis of the optical connector plug extending along the 
exterior surface thereof in a longitudinal direction of the connecting member. However, Yamada clearly discloses an embodiment 
wherein these limiations are met, in figures 6 and 8. wherein the connecting member is not numbered in figure 6 but is located within 
sleeve 2 and the connecting memebr is represented by number 32 in figure 8. 
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
